Decision Sought 
On Band By-Law 
Of Constitution 


Student Council referred the 
recent by-law on the hiring of 
union bands to the board of jus- 
tice this week for an interpre- 
tation and a decision of the law's 
meaning. 

The above action was taken 
after Jack Brooks, Inter-Club 
Council representative, present- 
ed a request from the campus 
club’s governing organization 
for a reconsideration of the law. 
As it now stands, in the ASSSC 
Constitution, “Only union bands 
may be hired for any SSC so- 
cial function.” 

Kempster Pointed Out 

When the matter was consid- 
ered at the last ICC meeting it 
was pointed out by Norman 
Kempster, Canyvpus Republican 
representative, that it must have 
been an “oversight” on the part 
of Council for not preserting the 


law to LCC for consideration be- 
fore adding it to the Constitu- 
tron 

Nason Hall, ASSSC president, 
and Jim Estelle, men’s repre- 
seruative, will attend the next 
ICC meeting to discuss the mat. 
ter with the club group 


During the discussion Tuesday 
night it was pointed out that the 
wording of the law might be im- 
proved, and that it was not the 
intent of Council to restrict the 
functions of SSC social activi.

Unorganized Grads 


Taxation without proper representation should be the 
cry of 159 graduates now enrolled as full time students at 
Sacramento State. 

These degree students carrying seven or more units at 
SSC increased the ASSSC treasury by $1590 this semester 
and $1390 last fall. It seems that this group should have 
an official voice and vote on campus for their $10 Associa- 
tion fees. 

By assuming a more definite attitude toward campus 
effairs they will be getting more out of the time and money 
they spend at SSC. 

It is commendable that the graduates have placed full 
faith in the ASSSC this year for the operation of their 
effairs and use of their $2980. But as an unorganized group 
their needs nor wante can be recognized in the operation 
of the Student Association. 

The graduate student has long been known for the indi- 
viduality he displays on any campus, and it would be 
presumptuous to assume that this right should be taken 
away at Sacramento State. 

It must be remembered, however, that the majority of 
fifth and sixth vear students at SSC are working for 
teaching credentials. And if there is anything more im- 
portant in the teaching profession than a knowledge of 
student affairs it would have to be the subjects themselves. 
Only a week or two ago a teacher at Sacramento High 
School found out how important society regards extra- 
curricular activities in the educational process. 

Graduates have an opportunity to learn the fundamen- 
tals of student government and protect their own interests 
at the same time by taking part in its operation at State. 
But as long as they remain an unorganized group neither 
of these goale will be realized,

Is lt Preference? 


How will the board of justice interpret “Only union bande 
may be hired for any Sacramento State College social 
function ?” 

This request for a study and decision on the “closed 
shop” by-law was turned over to the six member judicial 
group this week when Inter Club Council representative 
Jack Brooks presented a request for reconsideration of the 
constitutional law to Student Council. 

The Council, after careful consideration, decided that 
interpretation of the law was the primary factor involved 
in the matter. 

Brooks pointed out that the group had been criticized 
for making a hasty decision and not presenting the item 
to ICC before making it a law. Two of the Council repre- 
sentatives said that previous discussion had taken place 
at an unofficial meeting in the home of Dr. Earl C. Segrest, 
but that no report of the closed affair had been released. 

When Chief Justice Shirley Kafta and associates Chuck 
Lastufka, Frances Roach, Ken Penman, Bob Tallmon and 
Peggy Finley sit down to consider the wording of the law 
only one decision seems to be primary, That is an interpre- 
tation of “any Sacramento State College social function.” 

Actually, however, it involves more than an interpre- 
tation of the above wording. They, as the ASSSC judicial 
group, must determine the precedent to be followed for the 
inclusion of this type of restrictive law in SSC government. 

If the precedent of showing preference to a certain type 
of worker is set they may also be asked whether a law 
should not be included in the constitution to show like 
preference to certain business and professional workers.

At UO Meeting 


Dr. Tarmo A. Pasto, professor 
of art, recently returned from 
the annual meeting of the North- 
west Division of the American 
Society of Aesthetics at the Uni- 
versity of Oregon in Eugene, 


Oregon. 
While there, he delivered a lec- 
ture on Perception, Plasticity, 


and Composition in Art in which 
he advanced his theories of “total 
hody expression and awareness 
in painting.” Dr. Steven Pepper, 
chairman of the department of 
philosophy of the University of 
California at Berkeley, acted 2s 
chairman. 

According to Pasto Mark 
Sponenburgh of the University of 
Oregon, in his lecture on the 
Egyptian Influence in the Sculp- 
ture of the United States, ad- 
vanced similar ideas involving 
plasticity and body participation 
in appreciation of art. 

Of the 14 lecturers at the con- 
ference, only one presented 4 
speech on “art for art’s sake” 
Pasto interprets this as strongly 
indicative of a new trend in art 
appreciation. “More emphasis is 
being placed on the psychological 
aspects of art in terms of human 
emotion and response. There is 
a growing realizauon among art- 
ists that the human being, 4s 
well as the picture area, must be 
considered in a painting.”

The drive for season football ticket sales is underway. 
This is a project which deserves the support of all of the 
students as it will provide working capital for the prepa- 
rations for next year’s Hornets. 

The financial nut is often hard to crack in small college 
football. Another seasonal attendance like last year’s could 
prevent football from paying its way at SSC. A good 
advance sale of season tickets will be a fine base for an 


economically successful season next year.

Schedule conflicts with the local junior college have 
forced the Hornets to abandon Hughes Stadium as their 
home football field. This is too bad since the Hughes plant 
is one of the finest in the Far Western Conference, 

Next season SSC will be playing in the Grant Stadium 
in Del Paso Heights. Actually the Pacer bowl is closer to 
the SSC campus than Hughes Stadium, The new field will 
seat 8000 fans which is almost three times as many as the 
Hornets drew for a single game last year. Football in the 
north area drew well last year as the Grant Pacers filled 
the bowl on several occasions and had spectators standing 
along the rim for one game. 

Whether the switch will help or hurt attendance, of 
course, is impossible to say, but it should not be too hard 
for the Hornets to improve on last year’s attendance,
